Canadian teams 
win 

New Zealand 
agri-competition

Jared Hunter, a 
24-year-old Didsbury 
resident who was cho¬ 
sen to be captain of a 
team assembled to rep¬ 
resent Canada in the 
youth division of the 
2013 Wrightson World 
Angus Forum (WAF) in 
New Zealand, returned 
home fron the competi¬ 
tion on Sunday with the 
grand champion title 
for his division, accord¬ 
ing to a Canadian Angus 
Association (CAA) press 
release. 

Besides Hunter, 
the team - called The 
Canucks - included: 
Patrick Holland from 
Montague, P.E.I.; 

Melissa McRae from 
Brandon, Man.; and 
Michael Hargrave from 
Maxwell, Ont. 

Hunter said the com¬ 
petition was intense, 
with three teams from 
each of Canada, New 
Zealand and Australia, 
and one from 
Great Britain. 

He didn’t 
know his 
teammates 
very well 
before the 
competition, 
but he said 
they were 
comfortable 
with each 
other by the 
end. 

“A lot of the 
people really 
knew what 
they were doing, and 
they are probably the 
best at what they do,” 
said Hunter. 

“It was a pretty intense 
competition, everyone 
was a the top of their 
game, I would say.” 

The youths are tak¬ 
ing home the world 
champion title along 
with $10,000 NZ in prize 
money. 

There were three teams 
of four youths each sent 
to New Zealand from 
Canada, with the reserve 
grand champion title 
also being awarded to a 
Canadian team. 

The teams travelled to 
Rotorua, North Island, 
New Zealand, on Oct. 9 


for a five-section 

Contest, including gen¬ 
eral knowledge, parad¬ 
ing, stock judging, ani¬ 
mal preparation and 
agri-sports. 

Team members also 
had the chance to visit 
angus studs in the area 
and participate in an 
adrenaline tour with 10 
other teams from across 
the world. New Zealand 
organizers included a 
150-year celebration of 
angus in their country 
and hosted a first-class 
celebration. 

Hunter added that he 
wasn’t entirely sure of 
his team going into the 
event. 

“We didn’t know each 
other coming into this 
competition and we 
didn’t know each oth¬ 
ers’ skills and what 
everybody brought to 
the table, but everybody 
really gelled together. 
We were really easy to 
get along with." 

The final thing that 
gave hint confidence in 
his team 
was when 
the teams 
had to 
give a pre¬ 
sentation 
they were 
not really 
prepared 
for, but 
his team 
“blew it 
out of the 
water,” he 
said. 

Rob 
Smith, 
CEO of the CAA, said 
of the win, “I wish all 
of our [CAA] members 
could have been here to 
experience this. Our 12 
youth had pride and grat¬ 
itude for representing us 
so well this past week.

committed to sending up

Providing eye exams and glasses for kids

Diagnosing vision 
problems in children 
is tough at the best of 
times, but many parents 
are not aware that chil¬ 
dren under the age of 19 
receive free eye exams 
under Alberta Health 
Services (AHS), say offi¬ 
cials. 

The fact is, it’s diffi¬ 
cult to determine if a 


child has healthy eyes, 
and most children don’t 
show obvious symptoms 
because they assume 
everyone sees the way 
they do. October is 
Children’s Vision Month, 
and local optometrist Dr. 
Jeff Waddell of For Sight 
Vision Centre, wants to 
remind residents that 
annual eye exams are 
covered by AHS for chil¬ 
dren under 19 years of 
age. 


Also, through a 
program called Eye 
See... Eye Learn, the 
Alberta Association of 
Optometrists (AAO) also 
provides kindergarten 
students with a free pair 
of glasses if needed, he 
said. “It’s a program to 
kind of encourage par¬ 
ents to get their kids’ 
eyes checked, just to 
make sure there are no 
problems,” said Waddell. 

“It’s important for chil¬

dren to have regular eye 
exams, so serious eye 
conditions can be identi¬ 
fied and properly man¬ 
aged." 

Optometrists recom¬ 
mend that children 
receive their first eye 
exam at six months of 
age, their second by 
the age of three, their 
third before starting 
kindergarten, and then 
each year after starting 
school. “A child with an 
undetected vision prob¬ 
lem can easily fall behind 
in school,” he said. 

“Poor vision can delay 
a child’s development, 
making learning and 
coordination for physi¬ 
cal activities difficult." 

This is why the AAO 
has been spearheading 
the campaign to raise the 
public’s awareness that 
one in four children will 
have some sort of vision 
problem, he said. 

“A lot of kids don’t get 
checked out, so we might 
not get a huge monetary 
benefit, but that’s not the 
point. It’s just to get them 
in the door and make 
sure they’re not going to 
be hindered scholasti¬ 
cally for the better part 
of their childhood, he 
.added. “This gives them 
a reason to come in and 
get their eyes checked, 
even if they can't finan¬ 
cially afford it.” 

In 2011 and 2012, 
19,888 five-year-olds 
had eye exams, and of 
those tested, 1,783 kin¬ 
dergarteners received a 
free pair of glasses in the 
2011-2012 school year, 
according to an AAO 
press release.

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Rehab work in Southridge Crescent completed

The sewage, water line and rainwater runoff 
upgrades were completed in Southridge Crescent 
earlier this month, and Karen Henry, manager 
of planning and infrastructure for the town, said 
though contractors did run slightly behind sched¬ 
ule, the work is basically done. 

“I think there was a plan to meet with the engi¬ 
neers and do a completion inspection, but essen¬ 
tially they’re done,” said Henry. 

The original project, which had been tendered 
last winter cost $550,000, but following a water line 
break in February this year, town council voted 
to extend the tender, adding $143,000 to the total 
scope of work, she noted. 

“In the summer, we were actually able to extend 
the scope west, up to 22 Street, so we could replace 
that water main and any connections left, and then 
redo the top of the road there," she said. 


The original scope included replacement of a 
slumping sewer line, replacement of the water line, 
and an extension of storm water lines to allow less 
water travelling overland and eroding the work 
already in place, she added. 

Some residents were inconvenienced by the work, 
as their driveways were inaccessible for some time 
during the project, she said. 

“It took two or three weeks longer than we had 
anticipated, but we got done and they laid the pave¬ 
ment. It was just difficult to keep people informed 
as quickly as things were happening." 

She noted the extended scope did affect the origi¬ 
nal schedule, and contractors needed to wait for 
concrete to cure properly, which also took some 
time. 

“(Residents) were really quite patient about it, 
and then by September, we were getting into con¬ 
crete curbs, and we had a couple hiccups.” 

The town tried to keep residents informed 
throughout the project, but she noted that it was 


tough due to the amount of work going on, espe¬ 
cially when the hiccups came into play. 

However, the asphalt has been laid and officials 
don’t expect to have to do any more work there for 
a while, though the spring thaw is when any issues 
will come to light, she said. 

“We’ll see how it all performs this next year, par¬ 
ticularly during the spring thaw, to see how much 
of an improvement we got...The water should flow 
better, and hopefully we get less issues with water 
freezing on the road." 

Along with the extended scope, contractors also 
replaced a couple of fire hydrants that Henry had 
not expected needed replacing, but after all the 
testing and costs involved, the project has now 
wrapped up, costing a total of $693,000. 

“Of course we’d like to thank people for their 
patience, and I hope they’re happy with the final 
product. It’s certainly going to provide better ser¬ 
vice in the long run with fewer problems," she 
added.

Bullying fight 
should be 
top priority for 
trustees 


This week’s municipal election marks a great and 
opportune time for newly elected school board trust¬ 
ees to commit themselves to leading the fight against 
student bullying. 

In particular, trustees in the Chinook’s Edge School 
Division and the Red Deer Catholic Regional Schools 
are encouraged to make the 
safety and success of every 
student a top priority every 
day of the school year. 

And if that means coming 
down much harder on those 
who bully, then trustees 
should know that they have 
the support of the public at 
large to do just that. 

Bullying of students by their 
classmates - whether it’s in 
person or online or through 
other social media - has 
become a nationwide concern 
in recent years. 

In some tragic cases, including in Alberta, students 
have taken their own lives as a result of bullying, dev¬ 
astating family and friends and ending what should 
be productive lives just as they are getting started. 

As part of the ongoing fight against bullying, the 
Chinook’s Edge School Division has implemented 
both policies and procedures aimed at protecting 
students at all grade levels. 

The division's hazing and froshing administrative 
procedure defines those activities as “those that 
result in bullying, humiliation or harassment" and 
that "any activities that encourage hazing should be 
eliminated.” 

“The division believes hazing and froshing activi¬ 
ties are detrimental to individual students and school 
climate and are therefore prohibited. The division 
believes that hazing is an abusive and humiliating 
activity and expects that students will neither initi¬ 
ate, participate or encourage hazing or froshing,” the 
procedure states. 

The division’s harassment policy prohibits “con¬ 
duct or communication in any form, (including 
technology use, computer, internet, email, messag¬ 
ing and cellphone) of attitudes, beliefs or actions 
which might be reasonably known to be unwel¬ 
come.” 

The Canada-wide fight against student bullying is 
stronger than it has ever been, with educators and 
the public at large acknowledging that when students 
are bullied, they become victims in need of protec¬ 
tion and support. 

At the same time, it has become accepted by many 
that bullies should never be treated with kid gloves, 
but instead should be handled severely, both as a 
deterrent to their activities and as a message to oth¬ 
ers who might consider bullying. 

As newly elected school board trustees take up 
their positions this week, they are encouraged to 
work with teachers, students, staff members, parents 
and others to make West Central Alberta schools 
bully-free. 

And if that means that the fight against bullying 
needs to be stepped up even further, then trustees 
should do just that.

First off, we would like to 
thank Ms. McNeil for showing 
interest in the success of the 
Mountain View Arts Festival. 

However, the board of direc¬ 
tors of the Mountain View Arts 
Society also feel it is important 
that we address her concerns 
on the location of the Artisan 
Village portion of the arts fes¬ 
tival. 

As our name indicates, the 
Mountain View Arts Society 
supports arts, culture and 
heritage in Carstairs, Cremona, 
Didsbury, Olds, Sundre, and the 
surrounding communities in 
Central Alberta. 

Like many festivals in the 
province, to properly showcase 
all that is art, culture, and heri¬ 
tage in a community, several 
different venues are utilized. 

Perhaps McNeil did not real¬ 
ize the Mountain View Arts 
Festival is held in four dif¬ 
ferent venues: the Didsbury 
Municipal Library, Didsbury 
Museum, Train Station, and in 
the Rosebud Run park. 

As with any organization host¬ 
ing an event, many things are 
considered when deciding on 
the best location possible. In 
our case, we have to have ser¬ 


vices such as water and power. 
We need adequate and secure 
parking, perimeter fencing, and 
on-site storage facilities. 

In 2013, we needed to host 
open fires, costume weapons, 
and on-site tenting. Our vol¬ 
unteers and some participants 
need access to the property 
over several days. 

We need around-the-clock 
security. 

From an insurance point of 
view, we cannot express enough 
the importance of safety for the 
artists and their exhibits, the 
volunteers, and the entertainers. 
None of the locations McNeil 
suggested fulfilled our criteria 
for 2013. 

Our reasons for having the 
Artisan Village in the Rosebud 
Valley were well-founded. 

As to attendance, the library 
had three times as many visitors 
as it had last year. Thanks in 
part to our extended advertis¬ 
ing campaign this year, people 
came to the museum from 
24 communities other than 
Didsbury, from four other prov¬ 
inces, and three other countries. 

The train station was busy all 
weekend long and over 300 peo¬ 
ple took in the quilt exhibits. 


The shuttle was full on many of 
its trips. 

Out-of-towners stayed in 
motels in Olds, Carstairs, and 
Didsbury, as well as in the 
Rosebud Valley Campground. 

The Mountain View Aits 
Society appreciates this oppor¬ 
tunity to respond to McNeil’s 
concerns regarding the location 
of the Artisan Village during 
the 2013 Mountain View Arts 
Festival. 

We thank everyone in 
Mountain View County who 
completed evaluation forms 
distributed at all our venues, 
and shared some of their great 
visions for future festivals.

The Didsbury Dragons 
football team is going

It was looking like the 
Cyclones would take the 
win, but near the end 
of the last quarter, the 
Dragons pulled through on 
one last touchdown, bring¬ 
ing them up from 13 points 
to 19, said Mark Lefebvre, 
coach of the Dragons. 

“We’re going on to the 
final game. It was our 
goal for this year to get to 
the championship game, 
because once you get 
there, anything can hap¬ 
pen,” said Lefebvre. 

He noted Drayton Valley 
and the Dragons are both 


undefeated and have not 
played each other yet this 
season, and he said they 
will face either Drayton 
Valley or Carstairs in the 
final matchup.
